A unique caravati-cuni-artist"'s-stuclio is travelling round 
New South Wales, driveii by Mrs. Sylvia Macartney, an English- 
woman who came to Australia for six months and has now 
stayed three years. 

MRS. MACARTNEY 
is from Warwick- 
shire and it's her love of 
horses and ihe Australian 
hush rli.ii ha,i kept her here 
so long. 

She paints horses — cham- 
pions, Arabs, hacks, "anything 
as Long as it's a horse." 

In the raravan, which she 
designed herself she keeps 
canvas, brushes and paints, and 
a multitude of pictures of 
horses she can't heat to part 
w ith, Painting them has taken 
her to studs and stations 
throughout New South Wales 
and Victoria. 

The story of Mrs, Macart- 
ney's extended visit here began 
many years ago when she 
married an Australian., a major 
in the Royal Irish Fusiliers. 
Major Macartney was killed 
in Holland during World War 
II, and three years ago Mrs. 
Macartney decided to bring 
her two daughters to visit their 
lather's relatives. 

With the girls, Charlotte, 
aged 12. and Sarah, 13, settled 
in at srhoot, Mrs. Macartney 
and a cousin. Miss Dean Pugh. 



of Folkestone, England, de- 
cided to tour Australia in a 
caravan. 

This they did for a year be- 
fore Miss Pugh returned home 
to become secretary to 5ir 
Winston Churchill. 

Mrs. Macartney decided to 
return to hrr painting, which 
she had scarcely touched since 
before her marriage, when she 
studied art, particularly animal 
and figure draw inc. in Lngland 
and France. She has always 
loved horses, and enjoyed 
pa in ting them. 

Her method sounds long and 
complicated, hut the finished 
picture is well wocth the 
nouNc 

"First," she says, "I take 
innumerable snapshots, from 
which 1 sketch individual 
parts — legs, head, etc. Then I 
put them all together, rather

Already Mrs. Macartney has 
paiuird some very well-known 
horse', and has been commis- 
sioned to paint several more 
Ln various parts of the country.

On thr evening of Friday, 
March 9. radio listeners were 
shocked to hear ihat their be- 
loved dolphin, searching foT 
food alone the shores of Hoki- 
anga Harbor, had become 
jammed fore and aft between 
tsso jagged rocks, and thai he- 
Potr her frantic struggle* could 
free her. the receding tide bad 
left her high and dry and 
strangled her. 

And there, three miles from 
the scene of her frolics with 
i he .hildrcn of Opononi, a 
farmer found her body while 
he wis looking for shellfish. 

If Opo had bern big nrws in 
her lifetime she svas just as 
nesvsworihv after her death. 
Hie locals recited p,irl of the 
burial servire from the Praver 
Book at her funeral, and 



erected a wooden cross over 
her grave, bringing down upon 
themselves an embarrassing 
-harge of blasphemy. 

It is as churned in self- 
defence thai Lhere was often 
more nobility in animals than 
in human beings, and there 
was a great deal of talk in 
the correspondence miliums in 
the newspapers about Christ 
having hecn bum in a manger. 

Rut when tempers evapor- 
ated the wooden cross was 
quietly removed and a sorrow- 
ful peace descended once more 
upon the harhor.

A recent visit to his garden 
showed that he uses gardenias, 
mostly tall-growing types, for 
cover when the liliums, which 
thrive in company, are small. 

He raises liliums in drums 
and tins under thin cover. 

The roof of his bush- 



house is about 10ft. high, is 
wiie-netted, strung with palm 
fronds and stems of tea-tree, 
and affords just sufficient 
cover to break the fierce rays 
of ihe summer sun. 

His plants arc strong and 
- -•- vigorous and 
show no virus or 
other disease, He 
attribute) this 
largely to the 
aeration afforded 
by the thick slabs 
of stringybark 
with which he 
Lines his pots and 
tins, and tc the 
acid nature of the 
bush scrapings, 
sand, and coke he 
uses fot compost. 

This mixturr 
consists roughly 
ul one-third fine 
coke, one - third 
virgin soil, and 
one-third bush 
scrapings, with 
just enough satid 
to keep it open 
and friable. This 
is s u p plenientvd 
at times by care- 
ful additions of 
blood and bone, 
grow - plus, superphosphate, 
potash, and sulphate of 
ammonia, with 1 1 trace 
elements. 

Although he raises a con- 
siderable quantity of lilium 
seedlings every year, he also 
rakes thousands of stales (sec- 
tions of bulbs) in glass jars 
in a mixture of moist sphag- 
num moss, peat, and sand. 
The jars arc covered over with 
sheen of thin plastic, which 
admit enough air to permit 
the scales to root. 

Mr. Smith started lilium- 
raising about seven years ago 
with no previous experience.

importing his first bulbs and 
seeds from New Zealand. 

To those who buy lilium 
seeds, he says "be patient," 
for most of them take about a 
year to germinate and some of 
them lake two years before 
they peep through, the earlh. 

Mr. Smith repots hit 
lilium bulbs every second year 
and grows ant) one big bulb 
in each drum or lin. He savs 
not to dig green bulbs, bui to 
let then; ripen thoroughly be- 
fore disturbing them. He finds 
few pests other than aphis 
atlack liliums, but agrees that 
nicotine sulphate and dilute 
D.D.T. are quick controls for 
this pest.

At ten she was awoy from 
school, ostensibly with measles, 
but actually appearing Iwforc 
lilin cameras on a set dosed 
fur visitors in "No Place For 
Jennifer" with Leo Genu. 

By the time she was 11 she 
had already made her curtsy 
In the King and the Queen at 
a Royal Film Prrfonnance, 
and at 12 had made her tele- 
vision tie bin. 

Now that Charles Chaplin 
is back in town to make "The 
King In New York/" remem- 
ber the other film he didn't 
make:' It was to star Jauette 
Scott, then only 14. 

Chaplin had seen her play 
the daughter of James Stewart 
in "No Highway." He had 
said to the director, Henry 
Ivustei, "She is the best child 
actress I've ever seen." 

When Chaplin came to Bri- 
tain three years ago to 
plan a picture with a religious 
theme and an Irish back- 
ground he sent for Janetle 
Scott. She went to his Savoy 
Hotel suite. 

"Almiisi before I knew what 
was happening, be and I Hire 
acting out all the parts in the 
script," Janette said. 

When it was over Chaplin 
look Janette Scott's faee in his 
hands and said, "If 1 ever 
make this film. I will have no- 
body but you." 

Chaplin never made the 
film. He won't say why, nor 
if he ever will.
